1. Monthly Berelopasnto (16 Jane - 16 July 1958) 
a. Development of Building Req^iirwaHts 


(1) Methods have bean developed by the Building Rnnuicr. 
Staff tar the aoecroaodatlon of a inasbar of electronic turnstile 
installations throughout, the building within the Holts of 
available entrance spare. IBM will act be able to famish def- 
inite Inforastion as to reeasaasaded tmto&r at turnstiles or 
cost unto, the aiMLe of August. However, they bare indicated 
that the cost say ran considerably higher than had bees antic- 
ipated. In view of the tine element, work on the binding 
plans is proceeding without proriaioaafcr these torastilea. 

(2) Since it now appe a rs that no action mil be taken, 
on an extension to the Langley bad Id Inc daring this session of 
Congress no fartlter week is being done mi the devdepaent of 
requirements for each an extension. 


(3) There have been several discus alone with the tel ep hon e 
conpeny about the restricted area telephone systeau we aspect 
to receive their cost estimate for this ays tea within a week. 


(4) At the time toe Steering Caesriitee acted on our staff 
study cm snack bars the General Counsel stated that toe setter 
should be discussed with toe Department of fiealto, Education and 
Welfare since that department ham a responsibility for developing 
suitable job opportunities for toe physically handicapped in 
government buildings. Accordingly we eoertacted Mr. Lewis Elves, 
Salionel Representative, Office of Vocational Rehshilitatisgi of 
the Departaent of Health, Sducaticm and Welfare, and sat with him 
for toe purpose of advising hin of ear seeds, the conditions under 
which they east he sat, a ad the conclusions we had reached. 

Rives advised us that it was his Departments practice to consult 
with the organizations concert**? , in tM * esse toe Virginia Society 
far the Visually Handicapped. «e prop meS. that we meet with the 
President of this Society to see if &*y xsmpeaei Wight to eade 
tost would sect our requirements sed also provide opportunity 
for esgloysent 01* blind saaok bar operators .

We feal that it is essential that the Agency eoaelder easy such 
proposal ao as to avoid being p l aned , la a position where we 
appear te he talcing as arbitrary stand against hliad-operated 
snack bars.

In aridities the deci^ao to 
cocstruct the by-pass aeatlooed in paregr^h ( 3 ) above lessens 
the isnediate seed to acqplrt this ria^t-of-wey . 
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
